Gr the opportunily presented by 
the economic position the Federal 
government has nde an attompt tO 
combine necessity and utility. Tùx 
increases such as will beset hard-pressed 
molorists have not, when all is said and 
done, come as such a surprise {hal anger 
need be expected tu persist, 

In view of the incipient boom that all 
economists feel to be in the offing tlie 
government has indeed resorted to the 
only measure that cun be considered 
right, slamming on the unchors at the 
points where, as far as can be seen, they 
aru most likely to be eftective. 

Wages in general have been left 
unscathed. This is Jue partly of course ti 
the welfare tenets of the Social aml Free 
Democratic cudiuon. Abu, Lhoughi. ıt i. 
fairly clear thal Bunn wis inasiuus to 
avoid a show down with the unıons. 

As the extra revenue wıll exccud by Tal 
whit bb. In ùuny Cust. ù ond xiMtunt 
budget deficit, il may be avumed that 
more tlan mere sSuperliciil cuouomic 
targets are involved. 

On the other hand the government Wils 
evidently anxious not to turn the tax 
screw too far and is presumably uncertain 
as yet how much more the economy in 
general and the taxpayer is aıı individuil 
will stomach. 

The tax increases will unquestionably’ 
slow down an undeniably evident boom 
and are equally likely to resuscitate the 
economy should they be repealed either 
in part or in entirely. 

This may not be true of petrol lax but 
it does apply, and directly so, to other 
measures associated with income and 
corporation tax. 

This will be worth recalling wlıen, for 
reasons of world trade or monetary 
considera lions, economic policies of 
another order are called for.

No other explanation can account for 
either the positive response to Ostpolitik 
in the West or the approval of the treaties 
in the East.

tion it is going to have to attach greater 
ph to this aspect of its policy,

banana bent?” Those that werent now 
are angry and have written to the local 
council in Stade: “We are not going to 
tolerate a loud-mouthed minority of 
people in Fredenbéck with influential 
contacts dictating what shall and shall not 
be taught to our children." 

The protostors against the protestors 
went round the houses in Fredenbeck 
asking other parents to sigu their petition, 
Many did, 

Trouble began in the village set among 
trout streams and rolling meadows when h 
thie teacher played the record with its 1 
collection of children's rhymes to 29 ten 
year-olds. Three fathers and four mothers 
Protested that the record was indecent, 

The maîn item objected to waş a verse 
writer Peter Rihmkorf had heard children 
temselves singing in school playgrounds:

Vati holt den Dicken raus —

Many pirents have now listened to tle 
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Dortmund Neue-Helnat Scharnhorst 
estate. He called for an Improvement of 
conditlons.

Playgrounds in Schamhorst 1,5 acres.”

As the judge and public prosecutor 
admit, no curs were scratched and not a 
blade of grass was trampled underfoot as 
a result of this outburst.

Dis Minister Georg Leber has 
approved a new set of specifications 
on “Political Education in the Armed 
Forces” to replace the regulations issued 
in 1966 and suspended last year after 
they were found to be politically and 
soclally out-of-date. 

Vice-Admiral Gerd Zimmermann, the 
Commander-in-Chief of ithe Arıned 
Forces, claims that political education for 
soldiers is indispensable if they are to 
understand the reasons for the orders 
they are given. 

The new set of specifications was 
necessary as conscripts today are more 
committod politically and more critical 
towards the State tlıan was formerly the 
case, the change from confrontation 
between the power blocs to inlernatlonal 
detente demands more politleal informa- 
ton and, finally, educational methods 
have shifted the emphasis form the pure 
impartment of knowledge to the jolnt 
processing of informatlon. 

Soldlers are to be given sixty hours of 
political education during their fifteen 
«month service perlod. They will receive 


the gauntlet, a punishment dreaded by 
soldiers in tho eighteenth century, was 
also a method of inner leadership at the 
time. 

The last thorough revision of the armed 
forces’ concept of political education 
took place in 1966 when tlie two power 
blocks were still engaged In cold war and 
the majority of conscripts were apolttical 
dnd apathetic towards social issues. 

The political commitment now come 
mon among the younger generation de- 
mands a readiness for discussion on the 
pt of military instructors and leaders.

Graduates still | 
favour teaching 


Goahlaren are not allowing the 
growing number of entry restrictions 
to put them off university and are 
applying for places In ever-increasing 
numbers. Ninety per cent of those school 
leavers possessing the Abitur — the 
advanced certificate of proficiency — 
wanted to enter universlty in 1972 
compared to “only” 88 per cent the 
previous year. 

A survey conducted among tlıe 
184,000 school leavers with the Abitur 
revealed that no fewer than thirty per 
cent of then planned to become teacliers. 
Among the girls this figure was as high as 
fifty per cent. 

Over half the males who want to go in 
for teaching plan to reach high-school 
standard while 48 per cent of the girls 
would prefer working at an elementary 
school or a special school for the 
backward. 

Universities offer a total of 69 different 
subjects. Mathematics attracted ihe 
greatest proportion of new students — 6.7 
per cent — followed by electronics with 
6.6 per cent and medicine and business 
management, euch with 6.5 per cent. 

Munich University still attracts most 
students. Four per cent of the 
Abitur-holding school leavers — a total of 
5,100 — received a place here. Miüuster, 
Hamburg, Cologne and Bochum Univer- 
sities were also in grcat demarıd.

Industry hus recognised that normal 
selıool reports in no way consider the 
personality factors it desires, Firms are 
more concerned with an ùpplicant’s 
practical intelligence and less with his 
performance. Dynamism and team work 
are often more important than good 
grades.

Private schools however have already 
abandoned ihe pollcy of merely 


drumming the mechanisms of perform- 
ance into the pupil. The Montessori 
schools are a good example. Pupils there 
are not only meant to accumulate 
knowledge — they should also acqtire 
experience. 

The Montessori schools pay special 
attention to group teaching, one of the 
most neglected features at State schools. 
Pupils are trained to work on their own 
and take responsibility. They should find 
means of personal development ap- 
propriate lo hem. 

Working with partners and groups is 
siressed alongside individual perfornıance. 
The basis for tis is ihe realisation thal all 
social education must proceed from ihe 
training of the child's personality. Insttad 
of forcing Ihe child into a system of 
demands, nıles and regulations, this 
system considers the personal ituatiut of 
the individual. 

A school's duties rest in coninuing the 
social educalion started by the family. 
Individuals are taught modes of beh avfour 
and working techniques. The generally 
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decreeing radical changes, they advocate a 
step-by-step process. 

They propose that first of all 
elementary schools should drop capital 
letters for nouns, adding that it is these 
schools’ uncritical spelling lessons that are 
one of the main reasons why past 
attempts at reform have failed. 

The German faculties too wont to 
retain capital letters for proper nouns and 
at the beginning of sentences and propose 
that violations of the capîtals for nouns 
rules should not be nallsed id 
elementary schools even before a general 
agreement to drop capitals is reached for 
secondaiy schools as wel. 0 

The German faculties put forward a list 
of good teasons for thelr proposal. They 
claim that writing nouns with capitals 
çannot be justified linguistically, It is nof 
possible to define nouns clearly in some 
spheres — for iniistance that of the 
adjectival substantive, The only justifl- 
cation for present rıctice is “Nouns are 
wiitten with capital letters, words written 
with a capital letter are nouns.” 

The difficulties involved ii the present 
rules demand so much time and energy 
tht the wastage cannot be. justified 
educationally. The teaching time saved
